Sharing 
decisions 
to wait 


The 
Lompoc 
City 
Council 
Saturday generally agreed to wait 
until 1973-74 budget sessions to 
decide what specific projects to use 
revenue sharing funds for. 
In a special adjourned meeting 
held 
Saturday 
morning 
Gene 
Wählers, city administrator told the 
council the city would probably have 
about $357,000 in revenue sharing 
funds to spend on city maintenance 
and capital outlay projects by the 
start of the next fiscal year. 
Lompoc is presently scheduled to 
receive $238,000 annually from the 
federal government, half of it this 
month and the balance the first of 
the year. Wählers said none of the 
money will be needed to fulfill the 
present budget so by July 1,1973 the 
city would probably get a third 
allotment. 
The council agreed the money 
would not be used to reduce present 
property tax rates because (1) the 
city has been cautioned by the 
federal government that the present 
revenue sharing plan is only a five- 
year program and (2) subsequent 
revenue sharing allocations may be 
reduced if city property taxes are 
reduced. 
The council decided it would use 
the funds to hold the present 
property tax rate as is, although all 
agreed 
with 
a 
caution 
by 
Councilman E.C. Stevens. 
Stevens 
said 
his 
philosophy 
concerning the tax rate is to raise it 
gradually, as needed, each year, 
rather than juggling the budget year 
after year to prevent a hike, then, 
when the city has its back to the 
wall, hit citizens with a huge tax 
increase as occurred a couple years 
ago. 
Councilman 
Sol 
Lefkowitz 
declared the public needed to be 
educated to the fact that the funds 
“are not a windfall” to the city. 
He 
pointed 
out 
that 
other 
government funded projects the city 
was taking advantage of are being 
dropped. 
Wählers added that the city faced 
a huge tax increase next year, if it 
hoped to maintain its present level 
of service, if it did not get the 
federal funds. 
Wählers suggested some of the 
money could be used to cover part of 
the planned electric rate increasee 
by re& E expected to go into effect 
in April. 
When Councilman Emil Scolari 
suggested increasing user rates to 
cover the cost, Wählers said the city 
just recently hiked its electric rates - 
and another increase, big enough to 
cover the PGUE hike would make 
the city rates higher than others in 
the area and, according to Wählers, 
the city would lose its “competitive 
edge” in this area. 
He said it would be better to cut 
the in-lieu payment from the electric 
department to the city general fund. 
The PG&E hike is expected to cost 
the city approximately $138,000 a 
year. 
The council also briefly discussed 
expanding its recently purchased 
computer to include other programs 
besides salaries and utility billing. 
Marvin 
Loney, 
city 
finance 
director, said this could be done but 
changes were still being made to the 
computer to better handle the 
present programs. 
Loney revealed that the first 
technician sent by IBM to program 
the computer was “incompetent” to 
the extent that he set up a program 
that took more than three and a half 
hours longer than necessary. 
A new technician has recently cut 
a four hour program down to 20 
minutes, Loney said.

Air Force F4 Phantom jet fighter- 
bomber en route from Thailand to 
Da Nang, South Vietnam, “ap­ 
parently crashed due to unknown 
causes” last week. 


Rumsfeld new ambassador to NATO

White House Press Secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler, who announced 
the change, said the President felt 


that Rumsfeld’s background in U. S. 
domestic affairs “will complement 
his abilities as a negotiator, making 
him uniquely qualified to serve on 
the NATO council at a time when 
the 
U. 
S. 
and 
Europe 
are 
increasingly 
interdependent 
economically and socially as well as 
militarily.” 


Rumsfeld, 
40, 
who 
left 
the 
Congress 
to 
join 
the 
Nixon 


administration in May, 1969, will 
leave for Brussels after the Senate 
approves the move. 


Ziegler said that in accepting the 
resignation of Kennedy, who was 
named treasury secretary when 
Nixon formed his cabinet in 1969, 
“the President expresses his regret 
at the ambassador’s departure and 
his deep appreciation for Mr. 
Kennedy’s important contributions 
to both domestic and foreign policy 


over the 
past four years 
as 
secretary of treasury, ambassador 
at large and ambassador to NATO.” 
He said Kennedy will be available 
for special assignments by the 
President. 


Rumsfeld first joined the Nixon 
administration as director of the 
Office of Economic Opportunity and 
assistant to the President and in 
December, 
1970, 
was 
named 
counselor to the President with 


duties in a wide range of domestic 
areas. Since October, 1971, he has 
served as head of the group which 
a d m in iste rs 
the 
Nixon 
administration’s 
wage-price 
controls.

— Dr. Henry A. Kissinger and 
Hanoi’s negotiators launched their 
crucial new drive to end the 
Vietnam War with two intensive 
talks sessions today, one in the 
former home of a former suitor of 
Britain’s Princess Margaret. 
The talks lasted a total of five 
hours and afterwards both sides 
were smiling. 
Between

sessions Kissinger conferred by 
cable with President Nixon at the 
summer

House 
in

Biscayne, Fla. 
Even 
the 
reluctant 
South 
Vietnamese said the talks were in 
the “final stage.” Paris diplomats 
expressed optimism. There was 
growing belief a cease-fire could be 
initialed by Dec. 12 or Dec. 15 in 
time to win the release of some U.S. 
war prisoners before Christmas. 
Neither Americans nor North 
Vietnamese would say how the talks 
went or 
which 
subjects were 
discussed. The Florida White House 
spokesman said a third meeting 
would take place Tuesday. 
In the morning. White House aide 
Henry a. Kissinger accompanied 
only by Gen. Alexander Haig, his 
deputy, met with the chief Hanoi 
negotiator Le Due Tho and his 
number two, Xuan Thuy in the 
modest villa of a North Vietnamese 
diplomat in suburban Choisy le Roi,

to

headquarters. 
It was the first session in the 22nd 
round of secret talks President 
Nixon’s envoy has had with the 
North Vietnamese. When it ended at 
1 p.m. (7 a.m. EST) both sides 
grinned happily as they emerged 
and Kissinger sent photographers 
into a flurry as he bent to stroke a 
cat sitting on the hood of his blue 
Mercedes. 
After lunch—and the Kissinger- 
Nixon consultations—the two sides 
drove 30 miles west of Paris to a 
new secret hideout, chosen by the 
American side.

Joining him in the ad hoc effort to 
spotlight the need for reform was 
Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson 111, D-Ill. 
They called 15 witnesses to testify 
over the next three days. 
Among those scheduled for today 
were Lucy Wilson Benson, national 
president of the League of Women 
Voters; 
Russell 
Hemenway, 
national director of the National 
Committee for an Effective Con­ 
gress, 
and 
Clarence 
Mitchell, 
director of the Washington Bureau 


of the NAACP. 
“What is at stake in the effort to 
reform Congress, to enable it once 
more to exercise its responsibilities 
and assume its role under the 
Constitution and under our system 
of separate and equal powers, is 
nothing less than the very survival 
of that system as anything more 
than an archaic echo, bearing little 
resemblance to its original form and 
little relevance to contemporaary 
needs,” Mathias said in an opening 
statement. 


Mathias said the hearings would 
focus not only on such traditional 
targets for reform such as the 
seniority system and secrecy, but 
also on such “acutely critical 
areas” as the ability of Congress to 
cope with the federal budget.

'Spectacular7 1972 California legislative session reviewed 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) — When the California legislature 
reconvenes Jan. 8 for its premiere two-year session, 
lawmakers will face the enormous task of surpassing the 
spectacular record amassed in the one-year 1972 session. 
By far, the most important measure to reach Gov. 
Ronald Reagna’s desk was the $1.1 billion package which 
provides property tax relief and school financing while 
increasing the sales tax from a nickel to six cents on the 
dollar. 
But lawmakers also passed dozens of other measures 
worthy of mention in tomorrow’s history books, including 
legislation to: 
—Ratify the U.S. Equal Rights Amendment for women 
—Reduce marijuana penalties from a possible felony to a 
misdemeanor. 


New vs. old 
in Demo 
party struggle 


ST. LOUIS (U PI) -The 
struggle for control of the 
Democratic party shaped up 
today as a collision of 
“ symbols” — Texan Robert 
Strauss and the old line 
regulars vs. incumbent Jean 
Westwood and the forces of 
the “ new politics.” 
Both 
Mrs. 
Westwood, 
national committeewoman 
from Utah until Sen. George 
S. McGovern tapped her last 
summer as chairman of the 
party, and Strauss, former 
national treasurer of the 
party, 
claimed 
to 
have 
enough support to win the 
chairmanship battle at a 
showdown meeting of the 
national 
committee 
in 
Washington Saturday. 
Strauss 
scored 
an 
important 
preliminary 
victory Sunday by winning 
the endorsement of the 
National 
Democratic 
Governors 
Caucus 
to 
replace 
Mrs. 
Westwood, 
The 
governors 
officially , 
asked Mrs. Westwood to 
resign and voted 18-8 with 
six abstentions in favor of 
the 
54-year-old 
Texas 
lawyer to take over the 
chairmanship. 
Mrs. Westwood tried to 
block 
the 
Strauss 
endorsement by appearing 
before the 28 governors and 
govemors-elect 
at 
the 
meeting with an offer to 
resign 
in 
favor 
of 
a 
“ consensus” chairman who 
would not be a "symbol” of 
the 
Democratic 
factions 
which have been at war 
since McGovern and his 
supporters took over party 
control at Miami Beach in 
July. 
But Strauss supporters 
rammed the endorsement 
through, first defeating an 
effort by Gov. John Gilligan 
of Ohio to make a blanket 
endorsement of a half-dozen 
Democrats as acceptable 
for 
party 
chairman. 
A 
possible factor in the result 
was word 
relayed from 
McGovern that Strauss was 
not unacceptable to him as 
party chairman. 
Strauss 
told 
newsmen 
after the action that he had 
92 votes —only 13 short of 
v ic to r y — 
alread y 
committed to him for the 
Dec. 9 national committee 
session. 


—Protect northern rivers from dam builders. 
—Permit state income tax credits for parents who send 
children to private schools. 
—Enrich education for children in primary grades and 
pave the way for public schooling of four-year-olds 
Legislators also voted themselves a 10 per cent pay hike, 
effective in 1974, and took steps to clarify a state Supreme 
Court ruling that requires environmental impact reports 
for private construction projects. 
At the same time, however, lawmakers failed to 
reapportion their political districts despite a Supreme 
Court order and killed no-fault insurance bills. Both issues 
loom large as lively topics for the 1973 session. 
Some of the measures passed in the final days of the 1973 
session will be vetoed by Reagan when he returns from a 


weeklong Republican governors’ conference in Phoenix. 
Among the bills likely to get the axe include the one by 
Assemblyman Alan Sieroty, D-Beverly Hills, to liberalize 
marijuana penalties. 
Legislators will return to the Capitol during the week of 
Jan. 1 for the annual veto override session, which has 
become little more than a ritual in recent years. The last 
time a veto was overridden was in 1946 when Earl Warren 
was governor 
The veto session will be the last of its kind Under Prop. 4 
passed by voters at the Nov. 7 election, the constitution was 
stripped of the requirement for the one-to-f ive-day session. 
The 
same 
proposition 
created 
the 
two-year, 
congressional-style legislature which will begin its first 
performance next month. 


For Democratic Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti, the 1972 
session feathered his political cap for an expected bid for 
governor in 1974. 
Moretti teamed up with Reagan to fulfill what politicians 
had been promising Californians for eight years: property 
tax relief. 
While persuading his Senate colleagues to pass the $1.1 
billion measure -which Reagan had failed to do in previous 
years, Moretti also commanded an aggressive Assembly 
that passed bills on virtually all of the major questions in 
the forefront of California politics. 
For Reagan, the 1971-72 sessions accomplished two of his 
highest priority goals: reform of welfare and a reduction of 
the local property tax burden.

CAPE KENNEDY (U PI) - With the 
threat of a crippling strike removed, 
ground crewmen resumed the Apollo 17 
countdown 
today 
and 
the 
relaxed 
astronauts had clear sailing toward their 
launch to the moon Wednesday night. 
The labor dispute was eliminated late 
Sunday night when 60 technical writers and 
graphic illustrators unanimously approved 
an agreement with the Boeing Co. A union 
spokesman said it will come within “ a few 
percentage points” of restoring pay cuts 
they suffered 20 months ago. 
The Boeing workers were not crucial to 


the Apollo launch but their pickets could 
have kept Apollo workers from their jobs. 
They had set a midnight strike deadline. 
Federal mediator Uilliam Rose said the 
new $300,000, oneyear contract was signed 
at 12:15 a.m. EST today. 
In Houston Sunday, a spokesman for the 
International Association of Machinists 
and 
Aerospace Workers said the 70 
members of that union had voted to put up 
picket lines starting today at the manned 
spacecraft center. But the space agency 
said this dispute would not affect the 
Wednesday night launch. 
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PITTSBURGH (U PI) —Attention in the 
court-ordered United Mine Workers of 
America (UMWA) election switched today 
from the coal fields to U.S. District Court 
where an insurgent vice presidential can­ 
didate was filing a $750,000 libel suit 
against supporters of incumbent union 
President W A. “ Tony” Boyle. 


Miners for Democracy (MFD) candidate 
Mike Trbovich said the suit would charge 
members of the Committee to Re-elect 
W A. “ Tony“ Boyle with publishing an 
article which “ falsely, maliciously and 
wrongfully 
accused him of supporting 
anti-union legislation. 


Emmett 
Speelman, 
one 
of

defendants, accused Trbovich of “ using a 


ploy to set aside damaging evidence.” 
The 
legal 
action 
by 
Trbovich, 
of 
Clarksville, Pa., came on the fourth day of 
the election pitting the MFD slate headed 
by Arnold Miller, of Ohley, W Va., against 
Boyle. The balloting is being staggered 
over an eight-day period to allow U.S.

With about 205,000 UMWA members 
from Alaska to West Virginia eligible to 
vote, the turnout was reported moderate at 
most polling places in Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia, key states where the 
candidates did most of their campaigning 
In southern Virginia, where 2,000 of about 
10,000 union members are pensioners

PARIS - (NEA) - The 
ready-to-wear world, held its 
own s u m m i t meeting in 
Paris recently. 
French off-the-peg design­ 
ers showed their collections 
here for the 1973 spring and 
summer, as did their col­ 
leagues f r o m practically 
e v e r y European country. 
And, for the first time, there 
was Hong Kong and Korean 
representation. 
This gigantic r e a d y-to- 
wear exhibit, the 24th, grows 
bigger and bigger. This year 
there were 820 exhibitors 
covering two f l o o r s with 
around 60 on a waiting list 
because, said one of the or­ 
ganizers, “it just was not 
possible to knock down the 
walls.” 
It is estimated that over 
80,000 visitors c a m e , of 
which 20,000 were buyers 
representing 60,000 firms. 
President of the French 
ready-to-wear i n d u s t r y , 
Bruno de Roselle, said that 
American interest in French 
fashion had jumped 60 per 
cent. 
This was the first year 
that several of the big names 
of High Fashion showed their 
“boutique” lines at the big 
ready-to-wear show. 
The styles just shown in 
P a r i s will not be in the 
stores before three to four 
months. But the lines, the 
c o l o r s and the wealth of 
ideas bursting out of the 
shows will influence the way 
women will dress for several 
seasons to come. 
The keynote is definitely 
s o f t femininity — alluring 
even in its m o s t simple 
guise. The tomboy has given 
way to the seductress. It will 
be a colorful s p r i n g and 
summer with “tender” or 
“acid” pastels, deep navy 
blue, v e r m i l i o n red and 
grey big on the scene. White 
and black are 
important 
even for the beach. 
Pants have lost much of 
their masculine severity. Cut 
like pajamas they are often 
floppy and wide. Yves St. 
Laurent, as avant-garde as 


ever, also proposed “jog­ 
ging” p a n t s and knicker­ 
bockers, in both day and 
evening models. 
Nobody speaks about skirt 
lengths any more. This is 
now an individual matter. 
There is a definite return 
to the waisted, almost waspy 
look, from wide corselet-type 
belts to narrow strips, all 
defining a normal waistline. 
Sleeveless dresses are out. 
The shirtwaister theme, both 
in short and ankle-length 
versions, with long or short 
sleeves appeared in every 
possible c o l o r and fabric.

It’s a cinch that come that 
early spring day when a girl 
begins to wonder what on 
earth she is going to wear, 
she should play it the Paris 
way, i.e. the St. Laurent Rive 
Gauche uniform. She will 
pull on a pair of wide trous­ 
ers or pleated skirt in navy 
gabardine, tuck in a white, 
open-necked shirt and sling 
a navy cardigan over her 
shoulders.

It was the m ost aw esom e display 
of cross country running since the 
dawn of CIF history. 
M aking light of a m urderous two- 
m ile, 110-yard course and a classy

California,

Preposterous 


At the request of the Lompoc Valley 
Chamber of Com m erce, the State Division 
of Highways is considering the placem ent 
of a massive highway directional sign over 
the southbound lanes of North H Street 
between 
Walnut 
Avenues 
and 
Ocean 
Avenue. 


When we say m assive, it is exactly what 
we mean. The proposal being considered 
calls for a 42-foot long, 23 feet, six inch 
high 
structure 
made 
of 
unpainted 
galvanized steel to support two laminated, 
freeway-type green signs with lettering, 
both illuminated. The project is estim ated 
to cost approximately $5,000 which would 
come from State Division of Highway 
funds. 


If a person deliberately set out to build 
the ugliest structure in our downtown area 
to

is proposed here. After the city recently

directional sign of this sort in the center of 
the downtown area. 
The Lompoc Record is on the threshold 
of building what we consider to be an 
extrem ely attractive new headquarters 
facing on North H Street. All of our efforts 
to 
contribute 
to 
downtown 
building 
aesthetics 
will 
be 
destroyed 
by 
the 
m assive sign which is destined to block out 
a view of the front of the building. 
This community has always been proud 
of its wide avenues, particularly H Street. 


It is not a freeway and it does not need a 
freew ay directional sign. 
The ostensible purpose of the sign is to 
provide “ total control” of H Street traffic. 
As far as we are concerned, the sign will 
only provide direction to non - residents to 
drive out of our city, something we never 
thought the Cham ber of C om m erce would 
support.

Trim problems 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
When President Nixon talks now 
of trimming back his White House 
staff and giving his department 
heads greater voice and authority, it 
is not unfair to remind the country 
that he said the very same thing in 
1968, before he took office. This is 
not said to question his sincerity 
either then or now. 
But it is a simple fact that he did 
not bring it off when he assumed the 
office in 1969, and a good guess is 
that

it 
extremely 
difficult to do so this time, though 
his intent seems earnest enough. In 
the first instance, in late November 
of 1968,1 wrote that what Mr. Nixon 
was promising would not work out, 
and 
the 
reasoning 
offered 
then 
strikes me as still applying. 
What 
intervenes 
here are the hard 
facts of life — the 
steadily 
mounting 
difficulties attached 
to managing a huge 
government 
is 
an 
ever more populous 
country. 
Scholars who might be called 
basically 
White 
House-watchers, 
and there are quite a few, generally 
note that the White House as an 
establishment has grown steadily in 
size, function and power since the 
days of Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
Many things lie at the core of this 
trend. 
In times of crisis, the call from 
the country is for action. As the one 
great 
representative 
of 
all 
the 
people, the president is looked to as 
the initiator, the innovator, and the 
man who can make the engine go. 
From Roosevelt’s time on, we 
have lived on an almost continuous 
diet of crisis. For him it was both 
domestic 
and 
foreign, 
with the 
Great Depression and World War II. 
Then it was thai the White House 
made its great leap forward 
But the troubles and the tense

days did not end when Roosevelt 
died and the big war ended. Since 
then we have had two more wars, 
innumerable economic recessions, 
flare-ups all over the globe Often 
many at a time. So it ran through 
the presidencies of Harry Truman, 
Dwight Eisenhower (whose years 
are 
mistakenly 
remembered 
as 
“placid” ), John Kennedy, Lyndon 
Johnson. 
The White House thus became the 
great locus of power, the center of 
national 
management, 
not 
least 
because so many problems were 
“ foreign” 
and 
the 
president’s 
authority in this realm is legally 
great. 
You 
can 
argue, 
from 
good 
evidence, 
that 
the 
natural 
consequence 
of 
presidential 
and 
White House growth is diminished

Sign city, next right 


There is evidence that some type 
of new highway directional signing 
may be needed along North H to 
direct motorists left on Ocean for 
highway 1 or right for NASA, the 
Chamber of Commerce reports. 
But a regular green freeway sign? 
That’s 
what the 
State 
Division 
of 
Highways suggests, 
a 5,470 pound, 23 
foot high by 42 foot 
long, 
illuminated 
galvanized 
steel 
sig n 
s t r u c t u r e 
arching 
over 
the 
south 
bound lanes 
of 
North H 
and 
supporting 
two 
white-lettered, 
green signs with a total surface area 
of 100 square feet. 
This $5,000 monument (the state 
would pay) would stand about one 
third of a block south of H and 
Walnut 
and 
would 
certainly 
be 
conspicuous, front and signless rear, 
from the entire length of H. It would 
dominate it in fact. Nothing over the 
street is that big. 
The design answers a planning 
request of Harley Craig, chairman 
of the Chamber highway committee, 
who 
indicates 
that 
numbers 
of 
bewildered visiting motorists have 
turned right on Locust enroute to 
Santa 
Barbara 
and collected 
in 
Miguelito Canyon after mistaking 
signs on South I ,for Highway 1 
markers. 


Division 
spokesman 
Ralph 
Lejonhud told this writer that he felt 
that this was the only proposal that 
would provide “total control” of 
southbound traffic. If you’re going 
to do a job, why do it halfway, eh? 


“Total control” must mean that a 
blind man could determine where to 
make his turn by fingering the 
reflectors on the lettering. 


Total control or not, this visually 
overbearing sign is being offered to 
a city which has just passed a very 
specific sign ordinance, has reason 
to care for its downtown design and 
is anticipating a bypass freeway 
which, according to the Division, 
will divert fully 50 per cent of H 
street’s present southbound traffic 
around the city. 


Massive enough to be obvious at 
freeway speeds, the structure would 
be set down in a 550 foot long city 
block with stop lights at both ends 
and a speed limit of 25 m.p.h. 


The ungainly steel arch would 
foredoom any efforts to establish a 
continuous 
design 
theme 
for 
a 
revitalized central city area after 
the 
bypass 
goes 
in 
and 
city 
merchants 
may 
be 
looking 
to 
walkways, malls and other design 
elements to draw people back to 
downtown Lompoc and make them 
want to STOP here.

This 
leaves some room to solve any 
signing problem before resorting to 
leaving H Street looking like the 
deck of a large cargo vessel. 


Lejonhud 
agreed 
that 
small, 
ground level signs on the median 
and sidewalk would help, though the 
one-odd 
motorist 
in a thousand 
might still get lost and be forced to 
buy something here.

discussed 
tomorrow night by the City Council 
at its public meeting at 7:30 p.m at 
City Hall. According to statements 
made
